AMERICANS, FRENCH AND BRITISH DRIVING ON

Accelerating th e fligh t of th e retreating Germans th e 
British , French and American armies gained important 
new ground last nigh t and today on th e entire front from 
th e Aisne to th e west of Cambrai. 


British Make Big Gains. 
On th e north ern part of th e front th e British h av e 
push ed forward on a front of more th an fifteen miles, 
driv ing in h ard upon th e left flank of th e German line 
protecting Cambrai along th e Canal Du Nord, occupy ing 
th e greater part of Hav rincourt wood and capturing sev ­ 
eral additional towns to th e south ward. 


French Sweeping Fo rward. 
South o f th e Somme th e French are repo rted to h av e 
effect*-'.! a gain av eraging two miles o n a twenty mile fro nt. 
They h av e taken th e important town o f Terg nier, only 
two and one-h alf miles from th e Hindenburg line at La 
Fere, and swept on ov er sev eral towns to th e no rthward 
today , mov ing toward th e British front. 
It was bey ond th e Oise th at General Petain’s forces 
made th eir most important gains. 
General Mangin’s army h as a difficult task before it 
wh ere th e Germans h av e establish ed th emselv es in th e ex ­ 
tensiv e forests of St. Gobain, th e key to th e German de­ 
fense in th e west. 
Th e French h av e already push ed 
th rough Coucy , and furth er, taking Barisis, and h av e be­ 
gun pressing in on St. Gobain massif. 


Passing Hindenburg Line. 
At points along th e front th e French are approach ing 
ground bey ond th e o i\ :nal German defensiv e line. 
Official dispatch t from Paris sh ow th at th ey are on 
th e edge of th e upper furest of Coucy and also h av e a part 
of St. Gobain bastion, defending Laon, and unofficial re­ 
ports say th at th ey h av e push ed into big stretch es of en­ 
tirely new ground in th is area. 
Th e Germans are making a desperate resistance. 
On th e Aisne th e French h av e taken Conde Fort and 
Conde-Sur Aisne, wh ence th eir more th reatens th e Ger­ 
mans still clinging to th e riv er to th e east along th e front 
h eld by th e Americans. 
Germans Canno t Make Stand. 
Th us it seems th at th ere can be h ardly more th an a 
momentary h alt by th e enemy h ere and reports from th e 
front indicate th at th e allied lines are already mov ing 
ah ead, particularly to th e east, toward Rh eims, wh ere a 
mov ement is in progress to force th e Germans out of th e 
angle south of th e Aisne wh ere th ey are still h olding. 
In Flanders th e British h av e gained furth er ground 
in th eir driv e toward Messines ridge and in th e v icinity of 
th e town of Messines, and farth er south toward La Bas- 
see. 
German Offensiv e Cancelled. 
As a wh ole, th rough th e campaign inaugurated by 
Marsh al Foch on July 18 , and th rough th e Franco-British 
driv e during August, th e German stroke, wh ich com­ 
menced on March 21, is now v irtually cancelled. 
Th e 
Germans h av e been push ed from all th e allied territory 
conq uered by th em th en, with th e ex ception of a narrow 
strip between La Fere and Cambrai.
